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Father survives 
mountain plunge 


A PRISON officer who 
plummeted 100ft down 
England’s highest moun¬ 
tain and lived to tell the tale 
has described his terrifying 
ordeal to the Weekly News. 

Mark Saberton, 38, was 
climbing Scafell Pike in the 
Lake District with his 11-year- 
old son, Alfie, and work 
colleague Dave Lomas, when 
he slipped on a rock. 

They had just reached the peak of 
the 3,209ft mountain when he 
tumbled 100ft down, crashing 
against boulders and somersaulting 
over rocks before landing on his 
back, as his petrified son and friend 
looked on. 

Miraculously, he survived the 
horrific fall, although he did crack 
his head open and suffered deep 
cuts and extensive bruising. 

Speaking from his home in 
Collier Close, Ely, he said: “I simply 
cannot thank the people who 
rescued me enough. 

“They all said that it was a 
miracle I wasn’t killed and I 
honestly can’t believe I’m alive 
today.” 

The petrifying incident happened 
on Saturday, October 8 and Mr 
Saberton, a prison officer at 
Highpoint Prison, near Haverhill, 
was only able to return to work on 
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last Sunday. 

He said: “Alfie and I have 
climbed a few mountains before, 
including Snowdon. 

“The three of us camped 
overnight on the Friday and 
reached the peak of Scafell just 
after 1pm on Saturday. 

“We spent some time at the top 
before starting our descent and 
literally five minutes after we set 
off, I slid on a rock. 

“I tried to stop myself from 
falling but I couldn’t. I just 
tumbled and rolled down. 

“I kept on rolling and somer¬ 
saulting, hitting boulders on my 
way down. 

“I could hear Alife screaming. I 
then came to a halt flat on my 
back and could feel the blood 
running down my head.” 

A couple who were walking 
ahead of Mr Saberton rushed to 
his aid and with the help of Alfie, a 
student at Ely College, and Mr 
Lomas, managed to bandage his 
head and dial 999. 

The mountain rescue team were 
called but because the weather 
was too foggy, it was impossible 
for a helicopter to land.

Instead, a team of 25 people 
from the Wasdale Mountain 
Rescue Team had to track him 
down using a GPS system and 
then carry him down the 
mountain to safety. 

Mr Saberton was taken to 
Whitehaven Hospital in 
Cumbria - and unbelievably 
was released the next day 

He said: “Hearing Alfie 
screaming does still haunt me 
and I certainly won’t be going 


up a mountain anytime soon. 

“I definitely thought I’d 
broken bones. Although 
extremely painful, my injuries 
were all superficial and my 
head is now glued back 
together. 

“I’m so eternally grateful to 
the rescue team who got me off 
that mountain. 

“Until something like that 
happens to you, you just don’t 
realise how lucky you are to be 
alive.”

Farmer ‘seething’ as 
tent pitched on land 


A FARMER has blasted 
police for failing to deal 
with homeless people 
who are craftily slee¬ 
ping on his land. 

Tony Lee, owner of Ely- 
based farming business, AL 
Lee and Sons, is “seething” 
because homeless people 
keep on pitching tents on his 
land. 

The tents are being put up 
in a small copse area on Mr 
Lee’s land, close to Ely’s 
Cresswells Pocket Park. 
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Earlier this year, three tents 
were spotted hidden deep 
within the copse and the 
occupants, all young men, 
were moved on by police. 

But there is now another 
tent inside the trees and 
police say it is Mr Lee’s 
responsibility to move the 
occupants on as it is on 
private land. 

Mr Lee said: “I’m abso¬ 


lutely seething. It’s driving 
me wild. 

“The tent has been there 
for more than a week now. 
Everyday I go up to it, give it a 
tap with my stick and then 
open it up but whoever is 
sleeping in it is never there. 

“There’s a mattress, pillows 
and blankets inside so 
somebody’s definitely slee¬ 
ping there but I think they’re 
out and about all day.” 

The land in question is 
well-used by hikers, dog 
walkers and bird watchers as 


it is so close to the Ely 
Country Park area. 

Mr Lee said: “I allow people 
to walk all around my land, 
including dog walkers, and 
they enjoy it as much as I do. 

“But these people are 
ruining it for others. They’re 
leaving litter behind and even 
fouling in the trees like dogs. 
It’s disgusting and it’s not on. 

“I’d like to see what the 
police would do if some 
homeless people pitched up 
on the grass outside Ely 
police station.” 
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Arsonists 
blamed for 
house fire 

TWO houses were severely 
damaged by fire - with 
arsonists responsible for one 
blaze. 

Crews were called to 
Market Street in Soham at 
9.35pm on Monday and 
found a property “well 
alight”. 

The occupants were out at 
the time. 

A fire service spokesman 
said: “The fire started on the 
ground floor and the entire 
house is severely fire dam¬ 
aged. 

“The cause of the fire was 
accidental and is believed to 
have started in the electrics. 

“The specific cause is 
unknown due to the severity 
of the fire damage.” 

Crews were on the scene 
until the early hours of 
Tuesday. 

At 10.45pm on Monday, 
crews were called to an 
unoccupied three-storey 
house in High Street, Sutton. 

The spokesman said: “Fire 
damage is limited to the 
ground floor, but the entire 
house is smoke-damaged. 

“The cause of the fire is 
believed to be deliberate.”

Second Scout group makes rescue plea

Now the 1st Ely Scout 
Group, which is based in 
Ely’s High Barns area, says it 
is at risk of folding unless 
more adult helpers come 
forward. 

The group is struggling to 


recruit a treasurer and a 
chairman. 

Conan Fryer, a 
committee member for the 
group, said: “Without these 
people, the group is under 
operational threat, which 
would put at risk the 
activities we run with our 65 
young members aged 6-14. 

“We want to hear from 
any adults out there. No 
previous experience is 


needed - we just need 
help.” 

The entire Ely district is 
desperate for adult 
volunteers as the number of 
children applying to local 
Scout groups is continuing 
to rise.

Crime put in 
sharper focus 

Localised CCTV move is hailed a success 
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LOCAL security camera 
services are “better than 
ever” since the system 
was moved from Cam¬ 
bridge to Ely 

Police and community 
leaders say they are delighted 
with how the CCTV in Ely and 
Soham is now being run and 
insist localising it is leading to 
more arrests and more 
convictions. 

Until earlier this year, all 
CCTV cameras in Ely and 
Soham were monitored and 
controlled in Cambridge. 

Shopkeepers and residents 
had complained for years that 
the service was ineffective in 
dealing with crime and anti¬ 
social behaviour.

station. 

All CCTV monitoring is now 
done by police officers and 
fully-trained volunteers. 

Cllr John Yates, Ely’s mayor, 
said the new system is working 
“better than ever”. 

He added: “By having it 
based in Ely, those who are 
monitoring the cameras are 
able to spot any criminal 
activity, anti-social behaviour 
or unusual goings-on and 
because they are in the same 
building as police, they don’t 
have to go far to tell them. 

“It’s definitely enabling 


police to deal with crime more 
quickly and efficiently and that 
should come as a huge relief to 
residents and shopkeepers.” 

The system is also enabling 
police and emergency services 
to prevent other incidents. 

Recently, an elderly couple 
were spotted driving erratically 
in the city centre. Monitoring 
staff were able to alert police, 
who stopped the car and 
discovered the driver was 
having a fit behind the wheel. 

As a result, the man was 
taken to hospital and police 
were able to prevent an 
accident. 

Insp Rob Sissons, Ely’s sector 
inspector, said: “There is no 
doubt that re-locating the 
system to Ely has made the 
CCTV services more efficient.” 

He added: “Everything’s 
working brilliantly and at a 
recent open day, we enticed 
another eight volunteers, 
which is fantastic.”

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Parking fees creep closer 

Council moves ahead with formal plan prior to public consultation

CONTENTIOUS plans to 
bring in parking charges 
in Ely are one step closer 
to becoming reality. 

Despite more than 12,000 
people having campaigned 
against the proposals, Con¬ 
servatives at East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council (ECDC) 
have voted to press ahead with 
the charges. 

Council bosses will now 
draw up a formal parking 
charges plan and then launch a 
12-week public consultation 
for people to have their say 
later this month. 

ECDC leader Peter Moakes 
insists the council has listened

to people’s reactions and says 
putting forward the proposals 
is not something he embarks 


upon lightly. 

However, Andrew Olley, 
founder of the anti-parking 
charges campaign and a 
spokesman for the Ely Traders’ 
Association (ETA) says the 
Conservatives have “lost sight 
of who they represent”. 

Mr Olley said: “In their 
attempt to generate revenue, 
the Conservatives have ignored 
the views of their own Govern¬ 
ment and the views of both 
other parties but, most impor¬ 
tantly, they have ignored the 
views of the local people and 
businesses.” 

Residents, business owners 
and organisations across the 
district have been fighting the 
plans for months, insisting that 
forcing people to park to pay 
will kill city centre trade and 
encourage people to shop at 


out-of-town supermarkets. 

However, Conservatives say 
the charges will generate 
much-needed income and that 
they will not affect trade. 

The council is now hoping to 
introduce a parking permit 
scheme in which people can 
buy an annual permit to park 
in the city, which would equate 
to 8p per day, or £1 to park in 
the car parks. 

Controversial plans to turn 
Ely’s Market Square into a large 
car park have now been 
dropped. 

Cllr Moakes said: “Intro¬ 
ducing car parking charges is 
not something which we 
embark on lightly. 

“There has been much 
debate over recent months 
about the idea of charges, and 
while we sympathise with the 


sentiment which is often 
expressed, we cannot base our 
budget around the needs of the 
few. We must plan for the 
whole of the district. 

“With our plans, based on a 
successful system in the New 
Forest District Council, the 
daily cost of an annual car 
parking permit is just 8p a day. 

“This is dramatically cheaper 
than alternative schemes but 
we are also putting forward the 
option of paying £1 to park in 
the car parks if you don’t buy a 
permit.” 

He added: “We are listening - 
for example, we have taken 
into account the opposition to 
parking on the Market Square 
in Ely and this is no longer 
being considered.” 

The consultation is expected 
to start later this month.

COUNCILLORS have been blasted for 
scrapping Ely’s park-and-ride service. 

Residents have slammed the decision 
by Conservatives on East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council (ECDC) and 
insist the service should have been 
allowed to run until at least fanuary. 

Liberal Democrat councillors have 
also hit out at the decision. Sheila 
Friend-Smith and Lindsey Harris voted 


against the decision to axe the service 
and put forward an amendment that the 
service should be extended until after 
Christmas. 

However, that was thrown out by the 
Conservatives, who insisted the service 
cost too much and was underused. 

Angry resident Betty Cunningham, 
from Mepal, said: “My husband and I use 
the park-and-ride regularly and it was 


always busy. We can’t believe the council 
is stopping it. Do they not realise that 
this will only put off more people coming 
into Ely on a Saturday?” 

Keith Parker, from Little Downham, 
said: “Why doesn’t the council allow the 
park and ride service to continue and 
just charge people a small fee to use it? 

“I, like so many others, use the 
Saturday service and would be willing to 


pay a small fee. It’d be better than just 
getting rid of it altogether.” 

The service, which cost taxpayers 
£15,506 a year - plus a further £3,700 a 
year to hire the parking area from Ely 
College in Downham Road - will be axed 
from November 18. 

Peter Moakes, council leader, said it 
had been a very difficult decision for 
members to make. 


Pay-rise 
petition 
gains pace 

RESIDENTS in the Ely 
area have added 
almost 600 signatures 
to a petition to stop 
councillors boosting 
their pay packets by 25 
per cent. 

Liberal Democrat 
councillors took their 
petition to the city’s 
Market Place on 
Saturday.

More than 3,000 
people signed the 
petition in four days. 

Cllr Nigel Bell, who 
represents Ely North 
and East, said: “That 
politicians should give 
themselves a 25 per 
cent pay rise at this 
time is scarcely 
credible and suggests 
that the local 
Conservatives are 
completely out of 
touch with reality.

Wraps off recycling centre 


A STATE-of-the-art new recycling cen¬ 
tre is set to open its doors to the public 
today. 

Community leaders gathered at the 
new facility in Witchford on Tuesday 
to celebrate its completion. 

The centre, in Stirling Way, has been 
built to replace the nearby recycling 
centre at Grunty Fen in a bid to 
improve East Cambridgeshire’s poor 
recycling figures, which currently 
stand at 37 per cent, the lowest in the 
region. 

It has cost more than £5m to build, 
£500,000 less than budgeted for. It also 
has an innovative green roof and will 
be open 9am-6pm six days a week, and 
9am-7pm on Wednesdays. 

Cllr Mathew Shuter, cabinet member 
for enterprise at Cambridgeshire 
County Council, said: “This new centre 
really is a huge step forward from the 
old site at Grunty Fen and is a great 
example of the county council’s 
ongoing commitment to invest in new 
services and facilities. 

“I am reliably informed that this 
‘cathedral of recycling’ will recycle or 
reuse waste equivalent to the weight of 
two Eiffel Towers, so I know this centre 
will be a great resource for local 
communities in East Cambridgeshire.” 

Local councillor and chairman of the 
liaison group, Bill Hunt, said: “This 
new recycling centre is a triumph and 
is going to make a massive difference 
to the way residents in East Camb¬ 
ridgeshire recycle their waste. 

“It is a first-class facility which is a 
fine example of what can be achieved 
when people work in partnership and 
cooperation for the good of the local 
community. 

“I can’t wait to see the centre up and 
running.”

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Recycling comes 
under new attack

A FORMER councillor has 
slammed recycling in East 
Cambridgeshire as “laugh¬ 
able”. 

Jim Morris, 75, moved to 
Haddenham with his wife 
Christine a year ago after living 
in Melbourn, near Royston, for 
more than 30 years. 

Mr Morris, who was a parish 
councillor in Melbourn, says he 
and his wife have “fallen in love” 
with the community spirit of the 
Ely area - but that the “terrible” 
recycling arrangements are 
infuriating them. 

Mr Morris, of West End, insists 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC) needs to 
introduce wheelie bins to the 
district in order to boost 
recycling. 

He said: “The current system is 
terrible and actually quite 
embarrassing. 

“Everywhere else in the 
region’s recycling figures are 
continuing to rise yet East 
Cambridgeshire’s are dropping, 
and it’s no surprise. We need 
wheelie bins. 

“I understand that some 
people living in flats or terraces 
in Ely’s city centre might struggle 
with wheelie bins, and maybe 
the council would have to make 


alternative arrangements for 
those people. But elsewhere, on 
the outskirts of town and in all 
the villages, I think we all need 
wheelie bins. 

“Only then can we put these 
laughable procedures behind us 
and actually get on with 
recycling in a normal manner.” 

Earlier this month, it was 
revealed that waste chiefs at 
Cambridgeshire County Council 
had offered ECDC hundreds of 
thousands of pounds in 2008 to 
try to improve the district’s poor 
recycling figures. 

The district currently recycles 
37 per cent of its waste - the 
lowest in the East of England. 

However that cash was refused 
by ECDC bosses, who insisted 
the cost of changing the current 


waste collection contract would 
have been more expensive. 

Since the news, residents have 
voiced mixed reactions. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, chairman 
of ECDC’s community and 
environment sub-committee, 
said: “We are well aware that we 
need to improve our recycling 
services and we have just begun 
a root-and-branch review of our 
waste, recycling and street 
cleansing service. 

“Throughout the next few 
months, a cross party group will 
be looking at all options to 
achieve our goal and ensure we 
have a service which meets the 
needs of our residents, helps the 
authority to achieve UK and 
European recycling targets and 
of course is value for money.”

Wind farm plans axed 


Council’s cabinet says turbines will not be permitted on farm estates 


CONTENTIOUS plans to build 
two wind farms near Ely have 
been scrapped. 

Last year, Cambridgeshire County 
Council announced it was talking to 
tenant farmers to see if they wanted to 
build turbines on land at Wolvey Holes 
Farm in Coveney and Whitehall Farm in 
Littleport. 

But now the authority’s cabinet has 
ruled that the turbines will not be 
permitted on the authority’s farm estates. 

The cabinet insisted it did not want to 


force wind farms on communities. 

The news will come as a relief to many, 
including Ely district councillor Richard 
Hobbs, who feared the wind farms could 
have spoilt the iconic view of Ely 
Cathedral. 

Cllr Hobbs, who supports renewable 
energy, said: “If these turbines, or 
anything for that matter, were to spoil the 
beautiful views we have of Ely Cathedral 
then we should certainly not support 
them. 

“Many years ago, when wind turbines 
first came into fashion, I did not like 


them. But as time has gone on my feelings 
have changed slightly I do still think they 
are ugly but I do like the idea of renewable 
energy. 

“The thing that concerns me the most is 
the effects these turbines could have on 
our cathedral, which can be seen from all 
over the Fens. 

“To blight the landscape with them and 
inhibit people’s view of the cathedral 
would be devastating and I’m not 
prepared to see that happen. 

“In my view, turbines need to be out of 
the way of landmarks and in the most 


rural place possible.” 

Land in Chatteris and Farcet had also 
been earmarked for wind turbines but 
those too have been scrapped. 

The county council has, however, agreed 
to a case-by-case approach for proposals 
for single and small clusters of short 
turbines from council tenants. Previously 
this would have been outlawed. 

Council leader, Cllr Nick Clarke, said it 
was “pragmatic” to protect land the 
council owns while giving an opportunity 
to those who wanted small, discreet wind 
farms.

Police visit yard as part of 
crackdown on metal theft 


POLICE visited a scrapyard in 
Ely last Friday as part of a co¬ 
ordinated day of action. 

Cambridgeshire Constab¬ 
ulary and British Transport 
Police went to the site as part 
of a crackdown on metal thefts 
in the area in a move entitled 
Operation Gandalf. 

DI Donna Wass, who is 
heading the operation, said: 
“We are working closely with 
scrap metal yards to ensure 
that thieves do not have an 
easy way to dispose of stolen 
metal. 

“We will give guidance on 


the methods used by thieves 
and show them what stolen 
metal could look like.” 

Operation Gandalf was 
launched earlier this month to 
tackle rural crime in the 
county. As well as metal theft, 
it will also target theft of diesel, 
heating oil, farm and plant 
machinery, tractors, trailers 
and horseboxes. 

Police are urging anyone 
who sees suspicious behaviour 
around vulnerable locations, 
such as churches, building 
sites or manhole covers, to 
contact them on 999.

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Council 
gets ‘real’ 
with tree 


A NATURAL Christmas 
tree will be put up in 
Ely this year - after 
councillors admitted 
they have “learnt from 
their mistakes”. 

Ely councillors have de¬ 
cided to use a real tree in the 
Market Place this year 
following the artificial tree 
problems of last year and 
Christmas 2009. 

The news will come as a 
relief to many, who 
slammed the city council for 
swapping the city’s trad¬ 
itional real tree for a false 
one in the first place. 

In 2009, the authority 
spent £3,000 on a 10m 
artificial tree, insisting it 
would last for years and that 
it would be better than a real 
tree. 

However, the day before 
the Queen visited the city, 
50mph winds brought it to 
the ground. 

The tree was returned to 
its manufacturers and the 
city council was delivered a 
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replacement. However, 
when put up last November, 
it too was sent back because 
it lacked “satisfactory 
strength”. 

The city council has now 
been refunded £3,000 and is 
concentrating on using real 
trees in the future. 

Cllr John Yates, Ely’s mayor, 
said: “We have learnt from 
our mistakes. 

“We truly did believe that 
an artificial tree would have 
been better than a traditional 
real one and we hoped it 
would have lasted for years.” 

He added: “I know a lot of 
people were unhappy that we 
opted for an artificial tree, so 
I’m sure the news that we are 
going for a real one this year 
will be music to the ears of 
many.” 

The tree is expected to go 
up in the next couple of 
weeks.

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Villages set to get 
community buses 


A COMMUNITY bus is set 
to be launched next year in 
two villages. 

The trial project is part of the 
Cambridgeshire Future Transport 
programme, which Cambridge¬ 
shire County Council hopes to 
develop to replace subsidised bus 
routes. 

Entrepreneurs or charities will 
be handed a minibus which they 
will use to honour a contract, such 
as taking children to school or 
dropping patients off at hospital. 

But it would then be free to use 
the vehicle for other purposes, 
such as launching timetabled 
routes or running a dial-a-ride 
service. 

The trial project is expected to 
launch in the Haddenham and 
Wilburton area in January. 

County council planning chief 
Cllr Ian Bates said: “The franchise 
idea will not only help create local 
transport but encourage enter- 
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prise and therefore the economy 
as well. 

“I am pleased we are making 
progress in bringing pilots 
forward, as well as the work going 
on with other partner councils 
and agencies to look at how local 
transport solutions can be created. 

“This nationally-recognised 
project could bring together the 
millions of pounds local public 
bodies spend on transport and use 
it to help create more locally - 
argeted schemes.” 

The project is one of three 
pilots, expected to cost about 
£160,000, which have been 
approved by the council's cabinet. 

The first two pilots will launch 
in December, including one 
providing connections to 
Whittlesford station for villagers 
from the Duxford and Linton 


areas. 

The other would link Swavesey 
and Longstanton to guided 
busway stops, and would carry out 
county council work linked to 
Over Day Centre. 

When Cambridgeshire Future 
Transport is fully up and running, 
franchisees will pay an annual fee, 
but this will not be charged during 
the trial. 

Support to franchisees will 
include vehicle tax, insurance and 
maintenance, business support 
and administration and access to 
a strong brand. 

The cabinet was also updated 
on the progress of a partnership 
which will coordinate public 
sector transport commissioning, 
which will be known as Transport 
for Cambridgeshire. 

It is hoped NHS and district 
council contracts will be included, 
taking the total value of the work 
available to franchisees to around 
£34m.

Hundreds back 
bypass option 


BUILDING a £28m bypass to 
the south of Ely railway station 
is the best way to deal with 
congestion in the city 

That is the message from hundreds of 
people, including the mayor of Ely, who 
have had their say over plans to reduce 
congestion around the station and the 
A142. 

Residents and organisations from 
across the region have aired their views 
at public exhibitions and consultation 
events in the last fortnight. 

The majority are throwing their 
weight behind Route B - building a new 
road to the south of the A142 and the 
railway station area. 

The scheme, projected to cost £28m, 
also includes a new roundabout on 
Angel Drove and a 500m viaduct over 
the River Great Ouse, the flood plains 
and the rail lines and creating a new 
junction at Stuntney Causeway, about 
300m south of the Queen Adelaide 
junction. 

Rita Davies, from Stuntney, said: 
“Route B is the only option that will 
make a significant difference around the 
station area. Yes, it is the most expensive 
but this is a major issue that needs 
tackling and if the council is going to do 
it, they need to do it properly.” 

Chris Blackmoor, from Prickwillow, 
added: “Route B might be the priciest of 
them all but it will definitely reduce 
congestion more than any of the other 


options.” 

Members of the City of Ely Council 
have also unanimously voted to support 
Route B. 

Mayor John Yates said: “We believe 
Route B is the correct long-term 
solution to dealing with congestion 
around Ely station and the A142. 

“It will also free up the area around 
the station for future development, thus 
enhancing our city centre and assisting 
with economic growth.” 

Another option, estimated to cost 
£23m, is building a bypass from Angel 
Drove over the rail lines but not over the 
river, so that it finishes immediately 
south of the current level crossing. 

Cheaper options include making imp¬ 
rovements to the current underpass, 
building a HGV stacking area or creating 
HGV queuing lanes. 

Cllr Ian Bates, the county council’s 
cabinet member for growth and 
planning, says funding either scheme 
will be a “challenge”. However, he insists 
Government support and contributions 
from developers will be available. 

There will be unmanned exhibitions 
at Ely Library until November 10 and at 
the Royal British Legion in Fordham on 
Saturday from llam-3pm.

A CHARITY which is 
building a nursery, pri¬ 
mary and secondary 
school in Africa is 
pleading with schools in 
our region to help them.

“There must be schools out 
there which have old tables and 
chairs that they no longer use or 
that are stored away somewhere.

for any that people could give 
us.” 

The trust was set up following 
the death of popular Ely 
teenager Lisa Kent, who died in 
December 2003 aged 19. 

Lisa was one of three 
teenagers killed when the car 
they were travelling in veered off 
the road and plunged into the 
River Ouse at New River Bank, 
near Littleport. 

The driver of the car who was 
21 at the time, was jailed for 
seven years after being 


convicted of dangerous driving. 

Daniel Davy and Sam Murphy, 
both 15 and from Ely, were also 
killed in the crash. 

But determined to ensure 
Lisa’s legacy lived on, her friends 
and family set up the Lisa Kent 
Memorial Trust. 

Lisa had a love of children and 
so the trustees decided to help 
some of the world’s most 
deprived youngsters. The trust 
achieved charitable status in 
2005. 

It improved and extended a 
school in The Gambia in 2005, 
which now provides more than 
150 children with a safe place to 
learn. 

Now trustees are focusing on 
building another nursery, pri¬ 
mary and secondary school in 
The Gambia in Lisa’s memory. 

Four classrooms have already 
been built but the trustees have 
also bought more land, enabling 
a further four rooms to be built. 

Once completed, it will enable 
children of all ages, who have no 
school to attend, to finally get an 
education.

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Alert sounded over 
wasted medicine 


A CAMPAIGN has 
been launched in a bid 
to reduce the amount 
of medicine wasted in 
Cambridgeshire. 

Every year, more than 
£3m is wasted on medicine 
in the county - money 
which would be used by 
NHS Cambridgeshire to pay 
for 125 community nurses 
or 1,081 knee replacements . 

GPs and pharmacists have 
joined forces with NHS 
Cambridgeshire to help 
patients understand more 
about their medication and 
how not to waste it. 

One of the main areas 
where money is wasted is 
repeat prescriptions, which 
are ordered and collected by 
patients but are not used. 

It is estimated that £90m 
worth of unused pre¬ 
scription medicines are 
retained in people’s homes 
across the UK. 

Kelvin Rowland-Iones, 
principal pharmacist at 
NHS Cambridgeshire, said: 


“Everyone involved in 
prescribing, dispensing or 
reviewing medicines needs 
to make sure that patients 
are involved in making 
decisions about their 
treatment and that more 
medicines are taken as 
recommended. 

“We want patients on 
repeat prescriptions to think 
about what they are 
ordering and only ask for 
what they need and are 
running out of. 

“Any other medicines can 
be dispensed when needed 
at a later date, as once 
medicines have been 
dispensed, they cannot be 
recycled. 

“The campaign will 
encourage patients to have 
regular reviews of their 
medicines with their phar¬ 
macist or prescribing doctor 
to discuss any issues they 
may have with taking their 
medication.”

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Forty years of acting up 



JENNIFER SHELTON talks 
to actress Lesley 
Manville about her 
chameleon qualities as 
her latest collaboration 
with Mike Leigh comes 
to Cambridge 

T HERE’S no typecasting 
Lesley Manville. The 
actress’s near-40-year 
career has seen her tackle an 
astonishing range of roles, from 
soap opera pretty-girls in her 
teens to a social-climbing yuppie 
in Serious Money at the Royal 
Court Theatre, and desperate 
hanger-on Mary - arguably the 
most captivating character in 
Mike Leigh’s most recent film, 
Another Year. 

In fact, so successfully does she 
disappear into roles that it’s easy not to 
recognise her - it was only when I began 
delving into her CV that I realised it was 
also Manville under the lacy bonnet as 
Mrs Rose in Cranford. 

This week, Manville brings us another 
of her and Leigh’s creations, a 1950s 
widow and single mother struggling with 
depression in Leigh’s new play, Grief. 

“I like being a chameleon,” says 
Manville. “I think a lot of the success of 
my career is that I don’t get pinned down 
with types of characters. I love playing 
people who don’t look or sound like me.” 

And it’s Leigh, she says, who first 
helped hone the versatility which has 


since characterised her work. After 
abandoning her O-levels to join stage 
school, Manville was spotted by Leigh in 
her early 20s while she was working for 
the RSC. Now 55, she has appeared in 
seven of Leigh’s films - more than any 
other member of his repertory company. 

“That’s when things started to change 
for me,” she explains. “He was going to 
do a play for the Royal Shakespeare 
Company, so we started working together 
and it was terrific. That was when I 
realised I could be an actress who doesn’t 
just play herself, which was, up until that 
point, all I’d been doing. Unfortunately 


that project, which would have been a 
play, never came off; so this will be the 
first time I’ve done a play with him.” 

Grief follows the strained 
relationships between a housewife, her 
unambitious older brother and her 
introverted teenage daughter in post-war 
English suburbia. 

“It’s the sort of play that hits you right 
between the eyes,” says Manville. “It’s an 
uncompromising hour and 55 minutes but 
the acting in particular has had very good 
reviews, so we’re all very pleased.” 

Manville describes her character, 
Dorothy, as “a grieving woman who’s not 


managed to recover from the death of her 
husband”. 

“Once he’s died,” she continues, “she 
discovers she’s pregnant, so she brings up 
this child by herself. She’s struggling and 
lonely: she’s trapped in a mire of grief 
which she can’t move out of.” 

It’s in stark contrast to Manville’s own 
experience of single-parenthood. During 
the early years of her career, Manville was 
also single-handedly bringing up her son, 
Alfie, after splitting from husband Gary 
Oldman just three months after the birth. 

“I wanted to keep my career going at 
the level it had been going at, and I also 
wanted, and continue to want, to be the 
best mother in the world,” she says 
warmly. “I wouldn’t let either be 
compromised. Until he was about 3,1 
only did theatre, which meant I was able 
to be with him all day. Then I could put 
him to bed and get to the theatre. Of 
course, I was knackered. But I was fuelled 
by the joy of my son and the work I was 
doing. And now I’ve got a fantastic 22- 
year-old and a fantastic career.” 

Indeed, Manville’s career has only 
continued to blossom and, after rave 
reviews at the Cannes Film Festival, many 
expected an Oscar nod for her raw, 
heartbreaking performance in Another 


Year (for which she and Feigh held a 
Q&A at the Arts Picturehouse in 
Cambridge after its release last 
November). 

But the combination of a particularly 
strong year for female leads - the Best 
Actress field included Julianne Moore, 
Nicole Kidman, Natalie Portman and 
Juliette Binoche - and the complex 
category system itself meant that 
Manville missed out. It was a largely 
unpopular decision. 

She explains: “Sony Pictures Classics, 
who released Another Year, were so 
dedicated and supportive of me but were 
hell-bent on campaigning me for the 
leading actress category. 

“I think in hindsight they feel that if 
they’d have downgraded me to the 
supporting category, I’d have had a better 
chance.” 

There are superficial similarities, 
perhaps, between Dorothy in Grief and 
Manville’s character in Another Year, 
whose future appears similarly bleak. Yet, 
as Manville puts it: “With Mary in 
Another Year her depression comes out as 
this incessant talking, whereas with 
Dorothy in Grief it’s the complete reverse. 
Her depression makes her retiring. The 
50s was a great period of not talking; of 
people not saying what they felt. 
Especially with the middle classes, which 
is what this play deals with.” 

She adds: “I think it would be honest to 
say I’m pretty good at accessing those 
depths of loneliness and pain, and 
conveying characters who struggle with 
that. I don’t know why -1 have a nice 
life,” she laughs.

TINTIN first sprang to life on the page 
in 1929 in the gung-ho adventure 
Tintin In The Land Of The Soviets. 

The plucky reporter with the 
distinctive quiff has travelled the 
world and even to the Moon, 
uncovering dastardly deeds with 
intrepid pooch Snowy by his side. 
Now, thanks to Oscar-winning film¬ 
makers Steven Spielberg and Peter 
Jackson, the iconic character enters 
the 21st century using state-of-the- 
art motion capture, which translates 
actors’ movements into the 
performances of incredibly detailed 
digital characters. 

The Adventures Of Tintin: The Secret 
Of The Unicorn is the opening salvo 
of a proposed trilogy, amalgamating 
the plots of The Crab With The 
Golden Claws, The Secret Of The 
Unicorn and Red Rackham’s 
Treasure. 

Spielberg directs the first film and it’s 
a breathlessly entertaining romp, 
littered with action set pieces that 
would simply be unthinkable - not to 
mention astronomically expensive - 
as live action.

A dizzying motorcycle chase through 
the winding alleys of a Moroccan 
marketplace is accomplished in a 
single take and Captain Haddock’s 
penchant for booze provides the 
hilarious spark for an explosive bi¬ 
plane flight. 

A terrific opening reminiscent of 
Catch Me If You Can introduces us 
to reporter Tintin (Jamie Bell), who 
buys a model ship and is plunged 
into a centuries-old mystery 
involving Ivan Ivanovitch Sakharine 
(Daniel Craig). 

Ivan asks Tintin to name his price for 
the boat but he refuses to sell, 
sensing the wooden vessel is far 
more valuable than it first appears. 
Sure enough, a cryptic conundrum 
lies within, revealing that “only a true 
Haddock will discover the secret of 


The Unicorn”. 

Assisted by trusty pooch Snowy, 
Tintin searches for more clues, 
meeting booze-sodden Captain 
Haddock (Andy Serkis), whose 
family history holds the key to the 
mystery of a cursed shipwreck. 

The film is a hoot, and the script 
delivers some big laughs such as 
when Captain Haddock reveals that 
one of his crew has no eyelids. 

Like most thrill rides, we’re giddy 
during the film, caught up in the 
action and derring-do, but once the 
film ends, there’s that nagging 
feeling that something is amiss:

A spell in the glasshouse

HILE many of us will 
be turning up the 
central heating about 
now, others will be doing some 
serious pottering in the 
greenhouse. 

Indeed, the greenhouse - heated or 
unheated - can provide a haven for 
gardeners who can still reap the rewards 
of edible and ornamental plants during 
the cooler months if you plan carefully. 

If your greenhouse is unheated, you 
will be more limited but it is still 
possible to have lush, green displays of 
ferns, ivies, scented shrubs which will 
give you a delicious waft of perfume 
every time you go in the greenhouse and 
some well-chosen bulbs and alpines 
towards springtime. 

Plant shrubs such as Daphne odora 
‘Aureomarginata’ in pots outside and 
then bring them into the greenhouse at 
the end of the autumn. It produces pale 
purple-pink flowers and glossy green 
leaves and is a star in the winter 


greenhouse. 

Some foliage plants also look 
stunning in the greenhouse in winter. 
Fatsia japonica, with its exotic, glossy 
leaves, could easily be a stand-alone 


specimen, while shallow troughs of 
colourful alpines on waist-high staging, 
including cyclamen, chionodoxa and 
anemone, dwarf narcissi and colourful 
primulas will create a riot of colour in 


late winter and early spring. Scented 
annuals can also be wonderful in the 
greenhouse. Plant heliotrope or 
mignonette in late summer, to bloom in 
the greenhouse in late winter. 

You can also be sowing and planting 
in the greenhouse over the cooler 
months. Many plants can be grown 
much earlier and produce crops sooner 
than would be achieved outside. 

Salad leaves can be sown all year 
round, grow quickly and taste great 
when they are picked young. They are 
suitable for growing in pots, trays or soil 
borders. In winter you can also sow 
broad beans and early peas if you have 
border space. 

You’ll have more choice of what to 
grow if you have a greenhouse heater or 
at least a heated propagator to get tender 
veg off to a good start. Veg grown in 
traditional greenhouses, such as 
tomatoes, aubergines, cucumbers and 
peppers, are usually planted in spring. 

But you can sow greenhouse 
tomatoes in a heated propagator as early 
as December, for growing on in a heated 
greenhouse. 

You can also have fresh herbs for the 
winter months if you pot up clumps of 
mint, thyme or oregano from your 
garden in early autumn and put them in 
the greenhouse, or try sowing basil in a 
heated propagator in pots, nipping out 
any shoots that threaten to flower. 

Fruit can also do well in greenhouses 
- and for some it’s a necessity. If you’ve 
grown citrus fruits in a pot on a sunny, 
sheltered patio in summer, move them in 


and their fragrant flowers and glossy 
leaves come into their own. You may not 
harvest a lot of fruit, but seeing lemons 
growing just conjures up a flavour of 
warmer climes. 

Nectarines, peaches and apricots all 
need warmth to survive and you’re best 
off training them against a south-facing 
wall in a lean-to greenhouse. In this 
country if they are left outside their 
blossom, which appears in early to mid¬ 
spring, will generally be caught by the 
frost which will mean no fruit. 

Decide what you want in your 
greenhouse over the cooler months and 
plan carefully, choosing plants to suit 
the temperature and situation of your 
greenhouse, heated or unheated, and try 
to stagger the display so you have 
different plants coming into their own as 
the season progresses. 

Here are some tips to keep your 
greenhouse in great condition: 

■ Keep the glass as clean as possible at 
all times for maximum light. 

■ Check that any electrical heaters are 
free from corrosion and that your 
connections are sound. If in doubt, call a 
qualified electrician. 

■ Use sticky-backed draught excluder 
around ventilators, panes and doors for 
good, long-lasting seals. 

■ Remove rubbish, moss and algae 
growing between panes with a stick or 
plastic plant label. 

■ Give the whole greenhouse a 
thorough clean with hot water and 
garden disinfectant before a new season 
of use.

YOUR GUIDE TO 
MOVING HOME 


Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
IJ available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 

□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Q Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


Q Send off change of address cards. 

Q Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

□ Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move. 


WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night! 


ON MOVING DAY: 


□ Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes. 

□ Pack items for washing/toiletries. 

□ Take down curtains. 

Q Take up rugs, carpets, floor coverings, as required. 

Dismantle any light fittings etc., not included in the sale. 

□ Turn off electric appliances. 

□ Disconnect cooker. 

□ Turn off boiler/central heating. 

Q Turn off water. 

Read gas meter. 

□ Read electricity meter. 

Q Secure all windows. 

Lock all doors. 

Q Leave key as arranged with new owners. 

□ On arrival at your new home, unpack slowly and 
methodically so that you can check for loss or damage.
